Pittsburgh Bank for Savings, one of 
the best known institutions in the 
city failed to 
open

business. 


Tacked to the front 
door 
at 
nine 


o'clock was a notice which said that 
it had been closed toy order of 
the 


Pennsylvania banking department, 
.and G. H. Getty, bank examiner lias 


been .appointed temporary receiver. 


No statement was issued with thr 


closing notice but it was known in 
the financial district that the bank 
had been unable to 
weather 
the 


storms it has encountered since the 
failure of James S. Kuhn and W. S. 
Kuhn, who were credited with being 
prominently identified with the bank 
in 1913. 
A run at that time con- 


tinued for several days, but strong 
interests went to its assistance and 
the doors were not closed. Recently 
it became known that the 
banking 


department was 
paying particular 


attention to the bank and an effort 
•was being made to interest person 
who had not hitherto been identifier 
•with the 
institution. Stockholder 


surrendered their holdings, and 
i 


was understood a month ago that th 
situation was much improved. Th< 
announcement this morning came a 
a distinct shock. 


The Pittsburg Bank for Saving! 


was chartered in 1862 with a capita 
stock of $300,000. 
In 1901, it ab 


sorbed 
the 
Real 
Estate 
Saving.1 


Bank and. in 1908 the capitalization 
was increased to 
$600,000 
by 


stock dividend from surplus. 
The 


officers were: 
President, 
W. 
J 


-Tones; vice president, J. F. Grimes 
and secretary-treasurer, A. N. Voegt- 
iy.Depositors of the 
bank 
included 


many persons with savings accounts 
although the institution did a gen- 
eral business. 
Deposits on Septem- 


ber loth, 1915, were 
$10,945,713, 


according to the report made to the 
banking commissioner. On the same 
date the surplus was reported 
at 


$403,514. 
Hundreds of the deposi- 


tors lived in the south side section 
of the city, although 
its 
business 


was widely scattered through Alle- 
gheny county and Western Pennsyl- 
vania. 


It was stated that the bank had 


approximately 75,000 depositors, of 
whom fully 30,000 
were 
persons 


living in other parts of the country, 
as the bank was among the first to 
take 
savings 
accounts 
by 
mail. 


Among the local 
depositors 
were 


many school children. 


•President Jones issued the follow- 


ing statement: 


"After consultation with the state 


commissioners of banking it was de- 
cided to close the doors of the bank 
this morning. 
The failure of 
the 


bank was due entirely to the depre- 
ciation of some securities held by 
the bank in various 
corporations. 


Owing to the failure of J. S. and W. 
S. Kuhn, inc.. in 1913, there was a 
large depreciation in 
the 
market 


value of securities of certain corpor- 
ations, but it was hoped that these 
companies would soon be 
rehabili- 


tated and the securities again attain 
their fonmer 
value. 
Through 
the 


personal efforts of the 
president, 


half a million dollars has been added 
to the assets of the bank since July 
7, 1913. 


"After 
consultation 
with 
the 


clearinghouse committee 
yesterday 


afternoon it was thought best that 
a receiver be appointed in order to 
conserve all the assets for the de- 
positors. The <bank has a fine line of 
assets in addition to the securities 
mentioned and I Relieve that a fifty 
per cent dividend can be paid to de- 
positors within sixty days." 


After receiver Getty also issued a 


statement in which he declared that 
the depreciation In the Kuhn securi- 
ties was the cause 
of the 
failure 


•which could In no way be traced to 
the management. 


The savings of some 41,000 school 


children are included in the bank de- 
posits. By this plan school children 
would take their money to school on 
a certain day of each week and a 
collector for the bank would call at 
the various school buildings giving 
tbem credit on their books for the 
amount deposited. This practice was 
in effect for years and many thous- 
ands of dollars had been deposited 
by the children.

Columbus, O., 
Dec. 
22.—Ohio's 


coal production in 1U14 was reduced 
to 18,736,407 tons, nearly one-half 
that of 1913, owing to the strike of 
the miners in April, 1914, and sub- 
sequent idleness of mines, according 
to a report made public today by the 
statistical bureau of the state indus- 
trial commission. 
The number of 


miners employed was 46,965 and the 
average pay of each miner for the 
pear was only $357. 


Ohio's production was 4.4 per (tent 


of the total bituminous coal output 
of the United States last >ear, 
al- 


though in 1913 it was 7.6 per cent, 
the report declares. Not since 1899 
has the state's coal production been 
so little. 
Pick miners worked an av- 


erage of 150 days in the year and. 
loaders only 101 days. Many miners 
shared their day's work with others 
so that the actual full days employ- 
ment fo reach man would not 
be 


even less than the report shows, it 
is said. 


There were 58 fatal accidents. 
Miss Edith Miller assistant statis- 


tician gathered the figures for the 


report mainly from coal operators. 


In April, May, June 
and 
July, 


1914, less than 
8,000 
men 
were 


working and even in December only 
28,000 had work, as compared with 
43,000 in January, 
February 
and 


March of 1914, the months immedi- 
ately preceding the strike and id'e- 
ness. General resumption of mining

months ago, it is pointed out.

out for breeding sources, Mounted 
Officer Pedro Sierra reported Nov 
HOth, to the chief of sanitation, tha 
h" had observed a plant in the Ve 
('ac'o (residential district) that ap 
patently was a source of flies. 
Th 


plant has a fruit resembling a fig 
in which, Sierra asserts, larvae ar 
to be found. 
He conducted some ex 


periments 
himself, becoming con 


vinced that 
the 
plant 
afforded a 


breeding place for the pests; then 
he so reported. 
If the experiments 


of the department of sanitation con 
firm him, undoubtedly an order wil 
be issued for the destruction of al 
such plantations in and around Ha- 
vana, and, incidentally, Officer Sierra 
will be rewarded. There is no need 
for "fly-swatting campaigns" around 
the clean capital of Cuba. The sani- 
tarians make flies an impossibility 
and confirm absolutely the doctrine 
that municipal cleanliness will pre- 
vent the appearance 
of flies alto- 
gether.

The American note in the case of 


the Ancona did not invite delay. 
It 


was perfectly ciear and explicit, ana 
sufficiently peremptory in its tone. 
It was not offensive, but it was com- 
posed with the purpose of securing 
prompt action, and not much 
was 


left to Vienna but to defy us or ac- 
cede to our demands. The Austrian 
reply appears to be no better than 
an effort to gain time. Enough time 
has been spent in correspondence on 
this topic. 
The Austrian note assumes a tone 


of surprise at the objections of 
United States to the sinking of 
Ancona. Yet there is no room what- 
ever for doubt about the 
require- 


ment of international law, which is 
identical with the law of humanity, 
that persons are to be removed from 
a captured merchant vessel before it 
is destroyed. 
The note further as- 


sumes that there is some uncertainty 
about the facts of the sinking of the 
Ancona, regarding which correspond- 
ence may naturally follow and evi- 
dence be submitted. But the 
first 


American note stated explicitly that 
it was based upon the official Aus- 
trian report of the transaction, 
accepted the Austrian account; 
stated that the sinking was in gross 
violation of the .laws of civilized war-

FREEZING ICE IX PANS. 


Farmers as well as 
town 
folks 


need ice during the summer months 
and with a little work and at an ex- 
pensive of only 13 to 
20 dollars 


they can have their 
own ice plant. 


The ice plant can be made of gal- 
vanized iron, consisting Of a double 
tank with an 
inner 
compartment 


about 10 feet long, 2 feet wide and 
12 inches 4eep. 
The 
top of 
the 


tank should be slightly wider than 
the bottom. The inner tank should 
be divided into six compartments by 
means of galvanized iron-strips. The 
double tank should be placed near 
the outdoor 
pump 
where it 
can 


easily be filled. 
Being expose* on 


all sides, the water in it wil freeze 
in from one to three hours. A buck- 
etful of hot water poured into the 
space between the tanks will loosen 
the cakes of ico each weighing 200 
pounds. 
Fourteen 
freezings 
win 


yield four tons of pure ice, enough 
to last th^ average family for a year. 
The cakes ran be packed away In the 
icehouse as they are frozen.
